These active substances have already been successfully 
administered transdermally as a combination therapy, but 
not in the claimed combinations (cf. D2 : MAO-B inhibitor 
and anticholinergic agents; D3 : MAO-B inhibitor and 
dopamine agonist; D4 : MAO-B inhibitor and NMDA agonist). 

In view of the explanations in the prior art, a person 
skilled in the art would consider it a conventional 
procedure to combine a dopamine agonist or L-dopa with 
other anti-parkinsonian agents, in order to achieve the 
same effect.
